11.  RODMT  CONTROL 

The  Council  employs  one  full  time  rodent  operator  and  during  the  year, 
725  properties  were  treated.  Sewers  were  tested  and  treated  in  the 
manner  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, Fisheries  and  Food. 

As  in  previous  years,  private  bouses  were  treated  free  of  charge  but 
the  cost  of  treating  business  premises  was  met  by  the  occupiers. 

The  Rodent  Control  in  Factories  Scheme  continues  to  operate  satisfactor- 
ily for  those  factories  participating  in  the  scheme  for  an  annual 
premium  of  £10.0.0. 

12.  LABORATORY  SERVICES 

All  laboratory  examinations  necessary  for  the  Public  Health  Service 
are  carried  out  at  the  Cardiff  and  County  Public  Health  Laboratories. 
These  are: 

(a)  Bacteriological  and  Chemical  Examinations  in  relation  to  the 
control  of  infectious  and  contageous  diseases. 

(b)  Eacteriologicnl  and/or  Chemical  examinations  of 

(i)  Milk 

(ii)  Drinking  water 

(iii)  Ice  cream. 

(c)  Any  other  examinations  which  may  be  deemed  necessary  such  as 
examinations  of  foodstuffs  other  than  milk. 

(d)  Examinations  connected  with  atmospheric  pollution  and  radioactivity 
of  rainwater  and  drinking  water. 

(e)  Examina.tion  of  sewage  samples. 

13.  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

The  measurement  of  atmospheric  pollution  continued  at  Talbot  Green 
and  at  the  Old  Chapel  Coedely.  Results  show  that  pollution  remains 
at  a generally  low  level,  and  details  of  monthly  readings  together  with 
the  monthly  mean  temperatures,  are  given  overleaf:
